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LACED ON MY DESK so that I will always see 
it is the following piercing question: 


“GREAT MINDS TALK OF IDEAS 
AVERAGE MINDS TALK OF EVENTS 
POOR MINDS TALK OF PEOPLE 
HOW DO YOU TALK?” 


At the top of this list I think there should be added 
“Christian minds talk of Christ.” He is the greatest 
topic for conversation in the world. Naturally, we 
should talk of Him and He should be emphasized in 
our conversations. Forgetting for a moment the strict- 
ly spiritual angle, however, let us notice the stinging 
truth in the quoted lines. A person’s character is large- 
ly revealed by his conversation. What he talks about 
is a reflection of what he is. Solomon said, “As... 
[a man] thinketh in his heart, so is he” (Proverbs 
23:7). This proves that a man is what he thinks. It 
does not say that a man is what he thinks he is, for 
such is not the case. A man may think that he is 
Napoleon Bonaparte, but such thinking does not make 
him Napoleon; rather, such thinking is insanity and 
proves that the man is insane. A girl may think that 
she is beautiful, but her thinking so does not necessari- 
ly make it so; however, such thinking is proud and 
proves her to be a person of pride. You are not what 
you think you are, but you are what you think. If you 
think proudly, then you are proud. If you think self- 
ishly, then you are selfish. If you think inanely, 
then you are inane. If you think soberly, then you 
are sober. If you think nobly, then you are noble. 


If you think charitably, then you are charitable. As 


you think in your heart, so are you. What are your 
thoughts? How do you think? 

Knowing that it is scripturally established that a 
man’s thoughts are a revelation of what he is, let us 


& notice that Jesus said, “Out of the abundance of the 
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heart the mouth speaketh” (Matthew 12:34). It fol- 
lows, then, with inescapable clarity that a man’s words 
are a manifestation of what he thinks and what he 
thinks is a revelation of what he is; therefore, a per- 
son’s words generally reveal what the person is. 

Consider the things you like to talk about most and 
you can have a fairly accurate idea of the type of 
mind you have. Your friends have possibly realized 
the calibre of your mind for a long while, and it will 
do you good to realize the truth. Notice the line; 
“Great minds talk of ideas.” Ideas are abstract and 
boundless. This is the most difficult type of thinking 
and conversing; yet, it is ideas that move the world 
and improve it. Our great inventions were first ideas. 
Earth’s great projects had to be born as ideas. All 
knowledge began first as ideas and ideals. The great 
Christian doctrines are crystallized divine ideas. To 
meditate on them is to strengthen one’s moral fabric 
and mental perception. One who lives in a realm of 
ideas will automatically talk about them. When great 
minds meet they discuss causes and effects, for their 
active minds continually probe into the unknown, but 
not the unknowable. Their plane of thinking is far 
removed from the commonplace and banal. They find 
solutions to problems, courses to achievement, systems 
of progress and expansions of truth. 

Average minds talk of events, for they find it too 
laborious to dwelil.at length in the abstract, and are 
content with an occasional excursion into the lofty 
sphere of ideas. Their infrequent attempts to think 
are often wasted on the unknowable, which they find — 
hard to distinguish from the unknown. These mediocre 
minds prefer anecdotes in a preacher’s sermon to the 
deep spiritual truths he brings forth. Their attention 
can be held only by the exciting and popular. They 
busy themselves collecting an assorted mass of facts; 
then consider themselves educated. Such knowledge 
requires no serious thought, but does require a little 
exercise of the memory. The truly educated person

But Solomon exhorts us to look 
beneath the smiles on the face, and behind the glib 
words on the lips of the maker of the feast, to his 
thoughts. As we look, we see not a liberal and generous 
host, but a scheming miser. He grudges every morsel 
those around his table eat, and every drop they drink. 
If his guests knew his feelings toward them and his 
designs upon them, they would rush from the pres- 
ence of this host who seems a generous friend, but 
who in reality seeks to put them under obligations he

will never consider discharged, though they pay them 
a thousand times. He only keeps a record of what he 
has done for others, never what they have done for 
him; therefore, all men with whom he comes in con- 
tact are perpetual debtors to him. In brief, Solomon 
reminds us that a man cannot be judged by a single 
act or utterance. We must know the thinking that is 
behind the word or deed, if we would be just to the 
speaker or doer. The thoughts of a man determine 
his character, his conduct, and ultimately his destiny. 

A man can be measured mentally by his thoughts. 
If they are constantly trivial, he is frivolous. He can 
be measured morally by his thoughts. If they are 
habitually lacking in loyalty to God and love to man, 
he does not live the consistent Christian life. What is 
his dominant thought, aim, and desire? He may have 
genius, learning, such perseverance that no task is 
too great to discourage him, no danger too great to 
daunt him, but if he lacks one thing he will never 
be really great in attainment or achievement. In 1 
Corinthians 13 Paul gives us the ultimate test of char- 
acter: “Though I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels, and have not love, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. And though I have the 
gift of prophecy, and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge; and though I have all faith, so that 
I could remove mountains, and have not love, I am 
nothing. And though I bestow all my goods to feed 


























the poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
and have not love, it profiteth me nothing.” 

God is not deceived concerning loveless deeds, and 
men will not always be. God knows our thoughts and 
His evaluation of us is not the estimate others have 
of us, or that we have of ourselves. He weighs our 
deeds because He has already weighed our thoughts. 

The law, that the thoughts of a man determine 
what he is and what he will do, can be seen in the 
following: 


A. WHAT A MAN THINKS IN HIS HEART CON- 
CERNING GOD PROVIDES AN INDEX TO HIS 
CHARACTER AND CONDUCT. 


The Psalmist describes the wicked man in Psalm 
10:4, “The wicked, through the pride of his counte- 
nance, will not seek after God: God is not in all his 
thoughts.” Job says of the wicked in Job 21:14, 15, 
“Therefore they say unto God, depart from us; for we 
desire not the knowledge of thy ways. What is the 
Almighty, that we should serve him? and what profit 
should we have, if we pray unto him?” 


It has been reported: The atheist says, “No God”; 
the theist, “A God”; the Christian, “My God.” These 
three concepts of God produce conduct and character 
entirely unlike. The Christian thought of God breaks 
the enchantment and spell of temptation. A steadfast 
conviction that God is and that He is a rewarder of 
all who diligently seek and serve Him produces cour- 
age to brave danger and defy wrong. 


The land that was the cradle of Christianity would 
have become its coffin if the adherents of Christianity 
had not realized their obligations to and dependence 
upon God. 

The writer of the book of Acts records in the fourth 
chapter that after our Lord’s resurrection and ascen- 
sion when Peter and John had startled Jerusalem 
with their preaching and miracles, the rulers com- 
manded them not to speak at all, or to teach in the 
name of Jesus. But the answer of Peter and John was: 
“Whether it be right in the sight of God to hearken 
unto you more than unto God, judge ye. For we can- 
not but speak the things which we have seen and 
heard. So when they had further threatened them, 
they let them go. And being let go, they went into 
their own company, and reported all that the chief 
priests and elders had said unto them. And when 
they heard that, they lifted up their voice to God with 
one accord, and said . . . And now, Lord, behold their 
threatenings: and grant unto thy servants, that with 
all boldness they may speak thy word, by stretching 
forth thy hand to heal; and that signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy holy child Jesus. 
And when they had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and spake the word 
of God with boldness.” 

Someone has reported an interesting incident in 
the life of one of the most outspoken prophets of 
doubt and unbelief of our century. It seems that he 
had ridiculed and denounced the Church for two 


hours. Finally he described the Inquisition. He said, 
“If they had put thumbscrews on me I would have 
said, ‘Gentlemen, I will believe that there is one God 
or a hundred just as you say; but please don’t turn 
those things again.’” When the laugh had subsided 
that he had provoked, he became serious and con- 
tinued: “But I want to say that all the progress in 
the world has been made because there have been 
men and women who have died rather than play Ju- 
das Iscariot to their convictions. We are not naked 
Savages dancing round a campfire in the forest to- 
night, because some men and women have been ready 
to die for what they thought was right.” When this 
admission was made, the cause of infidelity was given 
away. Well has it been said, “Infidelity has no very 
extended martyr roll. Infidels generally write their 
testimony in a darker fluid than their blood.” 

In Hebrews 11, that resplendent roll of the world’s 
great men and great deeds, we learn what made 
these men so mighty, for Paul goes back of what they 
wrought to the source of their greatness, when he 
says: “Who, through faith, subdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the mouths 
of lions; quenched the violence of fire, escaped ‘the 
edge of the sword, out of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight the armies of 
the aliens.” 

Patience to bear suffering is born of faith in the 
wisdom and love of God. Doubt can point to righteous- 
ness clothed in rags, and wickedness robed in riches; 
to received error and rejected truth; to crowned wrong 
and crucified right, and sneeringly ask, “Where is 
now thy God?” But faith radiantly replies: “He is the 
Rock, his work is perfect: for all his ways are judg- 
ment: a God of truth and without iniquity, just and 
right is he” (Deuteronomy 32:4). God does not tem- 
porize or compromise with iniquity. The balances in 
which the deeds of men are weighed are exact. “Great 
and marvelous are thy works, Lord God Almighty; 
just and true are thy ways, thou King of saints” 
(Revelation 15:3). 

His holiness and justice caused Him to mete out the 
penalty of death for our sins; but His love caused 
Him to send His Son to bear the penalty for sin on 
Calvary in the place of sinners. At the Cross God’s 
holiness and love were beautifully revealed. There 
mercy and truth are met together; righteousness and 
peace have kissed each other. Great is our Lord, and 
of great power; His understanding is infinite. Known 
unto God are all His works from the beginning of the 
world. He knows the mighty principles which He first 
called into being to govern His creation. He knows 
what keeps the planets in their orbits. He knows the 
sparrow that falls to the ground and the flower that 
lifts its dainty head in the forest. Above all, He knows 
you, intimately, personally, vitally. He knows your 
thoughts, words and deeds, and loves you still. We 
must worship Him in spirit and in truth. True wor- 
ship is possible in only one way. The unbeliever may 
stand in awe at the contemplation of the wonders 
of creation. However, only the believer, who has put 
his faith in Christ, can truly adore the Creator.

where you will be and how it will be with you 

after death? This question should be the most 
outstanding and most important question of all ques- 
tions to be answered sincerely, for God hath said to 
Adam in Genesis 3:19, “In the sweat of thy face 
shalt thou eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou taken: for dust thou 
art and unto dust shalt thou return.” Let each of us 
be realistic concerning this matter. Have not all men 
since Adam returned to the dust as God said? The 
answer certainly is yes. Paul adds in Romans 5:12, 
“Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned.” Yes, the sentence is 
passed upon all, and sooner or later will be executed 
on all alike. Hebrews 9:27, “And as it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after this the judgment.” 


As a sneaking reptile, death is on the trail of 
every living individual, yes, each man, woman, boy 
and girl; and he sits upon a throne of iron. He is 
blind to the tears of all. He has no pity or mercy for 
anyone, so he will be knocking at your door before 
long. David said in 1 Samuel 20:3, “But truly as the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, there is but a step 
between me and death.” Job 14:1,2, “Man that is 
born of a woman is of few days, and full of trouble. 
He cometh forth like a flower, and is cut down: he 
fleeth also as a shadow, and continueth not.” Job 
7:6, “My days are swifter than a weaver’s shuttle, and 
are spent without hope,” that is, without hope of stay- 
ing here. This world is only a dressing room to pre- 
pare for eternity. 

Each of you knows for sure, and very definitely, 
that one day your casket lid will be closed in your face 
and you will begin your-eternal march through one 
long never-ending eternity, for you are a never-dying 
soul. Jesus has said in Matthew 10:28, “And fear not 
them which kill the body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him whicl: is able to destroy both 
sou) and body in hell.” By this he lets us know that 
the soul does not, and will not die with the body. 
Paul adds in 2 Corinthians 4:16, “For which cause we 
faint not; but though our outward man perish, yet 
the inward man is renewed day by day,” pointing out 
very definitely that while the outward man is perish- 
ing, the inward man is getting stronger all the time. 

I once visited with an aged minister ninety-six 
years old who said, “Young man, my desire to preach 
today is as strong as ever. I have preached the gospel 
for fifty-odd years, but today my feet will not carry

me any longer; my hands will not be still for me to 
hold the Bible to read; I cannot read. My outward 
man is weak and is worn out, but my soul is as 
strong and as much alive today as it was fifty years 
ago. I am only waiting for the Man I worked for 
fifty years to come after me. That will be the happiest 
event in all of my life when He says, “Come up 
higher.” Later he passed on, still rejoicing in the 
Lord with his soul reaching for that higher plain 
where he will live eternally. 


Jonah said in Jonah 2:7, “When my soul fainted 
within me I remembered the Lord: and my prayer 
came in unto thee, into thine holy temple,” making it 
very clear that he, Jonah, did possess a living soul. 
Also, we find in Revelation 6:9,10, “And when he had 
opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls 
of them that were slain for the word of God, and for 
the testimony which they held: and they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, 
dost thou not judge and avenge our blood on them 
that dwell on the earth?” Here, we see the souls of 
men that have been beheaded for the Word of God 
and the testimony which they held, under the altar 
crying out for revenge; though their bodies remained 
on the earth, still their souls were very much alive 
under the altar of God. 


AN UNDISPUTED DESIRE 


Your soul, or inner man, wants to do 
good or right. As we find David speaking in Psalm 
42:1,2, “As the hart (deer) panteth after the water 
brooks, so panteth nly soul after thee, O God. My 
soul thirsteth for God, for the living God.” 
Yes, your #iward man reaches out for God and 
desires to do that which is right. Your soul would like 
to vow before its Maker. Your soul wants to sing 


“praises unto its Creator. Your soul wants to go to 


the house of God, while the outward man’s desire and 
disposition are contrary to this. We find the Apostle 
Paul speaking in Romans 7:22,23, “For I delight in 
the law of God after the inward man: but I see 
another law in my members, warring against the law 
of my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my members.” Here we find Paul 
telling us that the inward man, the soul, delights in 
God, which is so true; while on the other hand he 
gives testimony to the fact of another law or desire in 
his members warring against the law of his mind, and 
bringing him into captivity so that he was in a 
wretched condition. 
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SALVATION FOR ALL 


Paul cried out and said, “O wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from the body of this 
death?” He said, “I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Yes, my dear friend, there is salvation for 
each and every one through Jesus Christ, the bless- 
ed Son of God. John 3:16,17, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved.” Yes, it is God’s desire 
that all men, ali women everywhere come to the terms 
of the gospel and be saved. 1 Timothy 2:4, “Who would 
have all men to be saved, and to come unto the knowl- 
edge of the truth.” Also, we find in 2 Corinthians 
5:18,19, “And all things are of God, who hath recon- 
ciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, and hath given to 
us the ministry of reconciliation; to wit, that God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto himself, not im- 
puting their trespasses unto them; and hath com- 
mitted unto us the word of reconciliation.” Here we 
find that God is desiring to reconcile unto Himself all 
the world through Jesus Christ. 


OUR SINS CHARGED TO JESUS 


So anxious is God to save everyone that He does not 
impute unto us our own transgressions, but He charges 
them to Jesus Christ. We find in the twenty-first verse 
of the same chapter, “For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in him.” We can hide in Jesus 
Christ—there is no other place to hide from God’s 
wrath except in Jesus Christ. This is why Jesus 
Christ became so important. The Apostle Peter tells us 
in Acts 4:12, “Neither is there salvation in any other: 
for there is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved.” 1 Timothy 
2:5, “For there is one God, and one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus.” He is our only 
approach to God, but through, and by, Jesus Christ, 
every one can be saved.that desires to be saved. 
John 6:37, “And him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” 

As the Apostle Peter tells us in 2 Peter 3:9, “The 
Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as some men 
count slackness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance.” Here is another scripture that 
leaves every sinner without an excuse—1 Peter 2:24, 
“Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree.” 

Jesus Christ stands ready to pay the debt you could 
not pay. As a matter of fact, He has already paid that 


debt upon Calvary. All that is necessary for you to do. 


is to turn your back upon your sins, confessing your 
guilt to Jesus Christ, and He in turn will plead the 
mercies of God upon you. Therefore, through Jesus 
Christ you can be saved from every sin and have 
peace with God. Paul puts it so beautifully in Romans 
5:1, “Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” It is peace 


with God through our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
We can only be saved by the marvelous grace of God. 
We find in Ephesians 2:8,9, “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God: not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” Salvation is the work of God through Jesus 
Christ. No one has any right to brag or to boast; all 
that is necessary for us to do is to repent of our sins, 
turn our backs on them, accept Jesus Christ as our 
personal Saviour, and be willing to confess Him before 
the world, for if we do not confess and accept Him, 
there is no other way of escape. Hebrews 2:3, “How 
shall we escape, if we neglect so great salvation?” 


MEN WILL NOT BE LOST BECAUSE OF SINS ONLY 


On the final day of judgment, men and women will 
not be separated from God eternally just because of 
their sins, but they will be separated from God eter- 
nally because they rejected Jesus Christ. Every one 
that will, may come to Him confessing his sins and 
accepting Him as his personal Saviour. He will take 
away all his sins and all his guilt, and He 
will remove his sins from him as far as 
the east is from the west. He has put forth 
a challenge to everyone in Matthew 11:28-30. “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart: and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls. For my yoke. is 
easy, and my burden is light.” He is inyiting you to 
come to Him. If you are weary, cast down, burdened 
down with a load of sin and cares, come to the Lord 
casting all your cares upon Him, for He careth for 
you. 

Someone might like to ask, How can I know that 
this is real? Then I would say to that individual, 
put Jesus Christ to a test and in all sincerity, humbly 
bow before Him confessing all your sins and _ plead 
for His mercy.

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RIOR TO THE Civil War slavery flourished 

in some sections of the country. Slavery was 

primarily the selling of Negroes to serve the 
buyer in whatever way the buyer desired. 

The circumstances relative to the marketing of the 
slaves and their servitude is not unlike that of man in 
regards to his soul, mind and body. The poor slave 
was captured and brought to this land against his 
will and offered at auction to the highest bidder. 
There was nothing promised the slave; he had no 
assurance, no guarantee of peace or tranquility. His 
will must be subjected always to that of his master. 
He must labor as bidden or be subjected to the cruel 
lashes of the driver’s whip. What did the slave re- 
ceive in return for his labor and obedience to the will 
of his master? Nothing, but that which fell from the 
table of the master’s generosity. 

You, too, have been sold into slavery, not the slavery 
that makes one man the master of another, but you 
are sold “unto sin.” The Apostle Paul describes your 
sale in Romans 7:14 as “I am carnal, sold under 
sin.” All men, regardless of their color or homeland, 
are included in this sale. When Adam sinned in the 
Garden of Eden, condemnation passed upon all men 
and since that day all men are slaves of the devil. 
Like the slave of yesteryear man has received nothing 
for the sale; he has received no assurance of better 
things for being a slave under sin. How true were the 
words of the Prophet Isaiah when he spoke in Isaiah 
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God's Emancipati 


And ye shall know the truth, 


and the truth shall make you free. 


52:3, “Ye have sold. yourselves for naught.” What has 
the devil given you or what have you profited by being 
a sinner? Nothing. The devil tempts you and per- 
suades you to sin and then taunts and jeers you for 
doing the things he has enticed you to do. 

Friend, lost in sin, you are worse off than the poor 
Negro who was brought across the ocean to dwell 
against his will under the subjection of a cruel master. 
Only that slave’s body was subjected to the will of 
the master; not only is your body subjected to the lash 
of the devil, but your soul is dragged through pools of 
despondency, sloughs of remorse, and gutters of con- 
demnation. Your body has felt his lash by disease and 
affliction and he is dragging your never-dying soul to 
the pit of hell’s consuming flame. Your master, the 
devil, has taunted you to end it all by some drug, 
firearm or other means of destruction. Why? He is 
perverted without hope and he will not stop until he 
has you committed to his predetermined home, hell. 

It has been said that Abraham Lincoln, riding the 
river boats down the Mississippi to New Orleans when 
he was a young man, saw slaves being sold and said 
if he ever got a chance to hit slavery he would hit it 
with all his might. Later, when he became President of 
the United States, he declared that it was not right 
for one man to serve another against his will and so 
he issued the Emancipation Proclamation. In _ this 
proclamation he declared that no man within the 
bounds of the jurisdiction of the government of the

United States of America could be forced to serve an- 
other against his will; in short, he declared slavery 
to be unconstitutional. 

Friend, bound by the chains of sin, there is good 
news for you. God in heaven, the Chief Executive of 
the entire world, has issued an emancipation procla- 
mation and that proclamation declares that you need 
no longer be a slave of Satan, subjected to his lash 
upon your body, your mind and your soul. God’s 
proclamation declares the devil has no right to you. 
It was God who created you; it was God who breathed 
into your nostrils the breath of life. The devil has no 
right to bind you with fetters of sin, habit and evil 
passion. You have been emancipated! No longer need 
you heed the voice of Satan and feel you must be 
subject to him. No longer need you listen to his 
threatenings. You can know the truth and the truth 
will make you free! He that is set free by God’s 
proclamation is free indeed! 

Has your master, Lucifer, kept you poor? Listen to 
the words of the Great Emancipator, “The poor have 
the gospel preached unto them.” Has Satan had your 
body bruised and broken? The Sympathizing Physi- 
cian came to heal the sick. Has your master broken 
your spirits? Listen to the Great Liberator, “I am come 
to bind up the broken-hearted.” Has sin held you cap- 
tive? Hear the words of the Sweet Deliverer, “I am 
come to set the captive free.” Are you tired of drinking 
from the pools of degradation? Listen to the Friend 


of Man, “Ho, let every one who thirsteth come unto 
me... and drink of the waters of life freely.” 

To the man whose body was full of leprosy the 
Great Emancipator said, “Be thou clean.” To the 
demons who had ‘destroyed the boy’s mind to the 
point that he was a lunatic, the Great Emancipator 
offered a rebuke. The demons left him and the boy 
was whole again. To the man who was a sinner the 
Lord said, “Thy sins be forgiven thee.” Yes, God’s 
Emancipation Proclamation is an all-encompassing, 
an all-inclusive act setting all men free regardless of 
the type of slavery or the extent of its bounds. During 
the Civil War there were thousands of lives lost and 
untold damage to homes resulted. Families were so 
divided that brother fought against brother and father 
against son. It was a. terrible price for this country 
to have to pay, but to the Negro who received freedom 
the cost was justified. 

There also has been a cost to God’s Emancipation 
Proclamation, your salvation, sinner. You are bought 
with a price! It was not the price of lives lost upon a 
battlefield, not the cost of ammunition, or guns, or 
cannons, planes or tanks. The price paid for your sal- 
vation was greater than the cost of all the lives 
lost, of all the weapons, of all the wars of all time. 

There was nothing on the face of the earth that 
20uld set men free from the slavery of sin. This re- 
quired a price that was divine, that was eternal. Poor 
slave with no home, hear the words of God, 2 Corin- 
thians 8:9, “Jesus Christ, though he was rich, yet for 
your sakes he became poor, that ye through his pov- 
erty might be rich.” If your body is racked with the 
pain of disease, look upon the back of this Man Jesus 
as He stands alone in Pilate’s judgment hall, with His 
back lacerated from the lashes of the soldiers’ whip. 
Look upon the blood as it drips from that wounded 
back and hear the words of God, “With his stripes ye 
are healed” (Isaiah 53:5). You who are tired of sin 
and its awful consequences need not die in despair 
under the lashes of the devil. The battle is over, the 
last skirmish for your emancipation has been fought. 
Dying upon the cross, God’s Son cried, “It is finished” 
(John 19:30). The price for your freedom has been 
paid—accept it; it is yours. 

After the Civil War many of the slaves refused to 
leave their places of servitude; they had spent all their 
lives as slaves; they were content to remain in the 
hands of their former masters. For a slave to be a 
free man he must accept his emancipation, believe 
that the Proclamation included him, and forsake his 
life of slavery. Not unlike the slave you, too, must 
accept the Son of God as the price paid for your sins, 
believing Him to be the propitiation for sin and believ- 
ing that you are included in God’s Emancipation 
Proclamation. As you believe on Jesus Christ and 
accept Him as your Saviour, you will forsake your old 
life of sin and slavery and walk in the newness of 
life.

knows how to think, to probe, to reason, to discover 
truth wherever it is to be found.. 

When persons with average minds come together 
they will likely discuss only scattered and aimless 
facts or the contents of the latest newspaper. Aver- 
age preachers preach only about events and find it 
hard to engage themselves with ideas. They can tell 
the story of the Cross, but find it difficult to tell of 
its significance and its adoption into the modern hu- 
man life. They prefer a discussion of the historical 
facts of the Bible to its theological truths. Average 
minds may know the story of the Virgin Birth, but 
not what it means; they are aware of the factual 
but fall short of understanding. They learn by rote 
and memory rather than by understanding and per- 
ception. 

Poor minds talk of people. This is the lowest type 
of conversation short of vulgarity. If you find pleasure 
chiefly in discussing other people, it is fair indication 
that you have an inferior mind. Ideas are beyond 
the reach; events tax the memory; and satisfaction 
can be found only in discussing people. Almost always, 
talk about people is more accurately classified as gos- 
sip. It is cheap, easy, and not worthy of average minds. 
Poor minds would much rather read exciting accounts 
of some scandal than a profound treatise on the Being 
of God. Those who constantly talk about other people 
think only of those events that are tasty tidbits of 
gossip, and only of those ideas that are presumptions 
concerning another person’s character. This is the 
nearest they ever come to attaining an average or 
great mind. 

Be honest with yourself. What type of mind do you 
really have? What do you really like to ponder and 
discuss? Are you really interested in ideas and ideals 
to the extent that they occupy your meditations and 
conversations, or are you interested mainly in the ac- 
cumulation of assorted and unrelated facts? Or, do 
you prefer discussing the foibles and weaknesses of 
other people? The more you think about this, the 
more you will realize its truth. 

The world, and especially the Church, is in need of 
people with great minds. Philippians 2:5 states, “Let 
this mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus.” 
The mind of Christ was a mind of ideas, not of trivial 
information and callow gossip. Christ possessed a 
great mind, which was constantly revealed in His 
words. The calibre of your mind is revealed in your 
words. Anything short of a great mind is not the mind 
of Christ.

I. Evangelism Emphasized 


For many years the Church of 
God ministers have been talking 
evangelism, especially in our prayer 
conferences, ministers’ meetings 
and — meetings. And, of course, 
we have been doing quite well with 
our evangelistic work, but I feel 
that all of us know that some defi- 
nite program must be invoked that 
will get the job done, in the day in 
which we are living, in a more ef- 
fective way. At our state ministers’ 
meeting this past fall, our breth- 
ren voted to choose four men out 
of supporting churches and under- 
write them to a salary comparable 
to that which they were receiving, 
plus their house and utilities. These 
men; namely H. R. Appling, O. L. 
May, F. L. Braddock, and Casey F. 
Monsees, have been doing a great 
job. God is blessing their efforts. 


Also, C..H. Chambley and Allen 
Keil have resigned good churches 
to get on the evangelistic field. 
These men felt the call of God to 
this work so much that they were 
willing to go out without being 
underwritten. 

Each of the above-mentioned six 
men have left good churches be- 
cause they felt the evangelistic urge 
and that soul-saving is the most 
important work of the Church. 
These men we have mentioned are 
in addition to fifteen other full- 
time evangelists and twenty-two 
part-time evangelists who are 
working in the State of Georgia. 

It is our purpose, primarily, to 
send these men into medium-sized 
churches, churches that have a po- 
tential of becoming strong and self- 
supporting. We are depending on 
the pastors of these churches to 
cooperate with us fully in support- 
ing this program so that we will 
not fail in this endeavor for God 
and His Church. 

There are winter months, times 
of rest and illness, during camp 
meeting, prayer conference and the 
General Assembly when the State 
has to carry the full load of this 
team. So, if you, as a pastor, fail 
us when these men come to your 





church, then the program will fail. 
However, so far our pastors have 
given wholehearted cooperation, 
and the program is moving on with 
great success. 

It is our hope that the district 
pastors and our larger churches 
will mobilize the talents of their 
musicians, singers, Sunday School 
teachers, lay preachers, etc., to get 
missions started in their respec- 
tive towns and communities. After 
they have gotten a foothold and 
have created a good interest at a 
mission, it is our plan to send one 
of these — evangelists to help 
bring a church into being and to 
help organize a church, I believe 
that this is the best way on earth 
to get new churches—sponsor them 
through the home church. Your 
prayers and support are solicited 
for this project. 


II. Pioneers for Christ 


The General Evangelistic Com- 
mittee has enacted a program 
known as the “Pioneers for Christ.” 
This program calls for a pledge on 
the part of soul-loving lay members 
of our churches throughout the 
country. Many states are working 
this program to a great advantage. 
Although we have 270 churches with 
more than 15,000 members in the 
State of Georgia, yet there are 
many towns and communities that 
have never heard the full Pente- 
costal message. It is your respon- 
sibility and mine to see that they 
get the message. In this Atomic 
Age, when we feel that Christ is 
due to return almost any time to 
enrapture His Church, it seems 
that we, as the Church of God and 
Holy Ghost-filled people, should be 
more concerned about winning our 
neighbors and those who do not 
know the full gospel story of holi- 
ness, and be willing to do every- 
thing within our power that they 
may hear. 

I heard a minister from Atlanta, 
Georgia, preach in Tampa, Flori- 
da, a few years ago. He told the 
following we that has stayed 
with me. He stated that he had a 
young man in congregation 


who had been converted for more 
than a year who took sick and was 
taken to the hospital. This minis- 
ter visited the young man day aft- 
er day but noticed that he grew 
worse. Finally, one morning he 
found the 4 weeping,’ knowing 
that he was about to go into eter- 
nity to face his Creator. He began 
to encourage him by pointing out 
that this world is full of sin, heart- 
ache, sorrow, and disease; but in 
the next world there will be joy, 
peace and happiness. He related to 
the boy that he should not fear, 
since he was ready to go. At this 
point the boy said, “Pastor, I am 
not afraid to die. It isn’t that that 
I am crying about. When I awoke 
this morning and realized that this 
would be my last day to spend upon 
this earth and that I would be in 
the presence of Almighty God and 
Jesus Christ, my Redeemer, before 
another day, I began to take in- 
ventory. I felt that I was a Chris- 
tian, but I also realized that I have 
been a Christian for more than 
one year but could not recall that 
I had ever won one soul to Christ. 
I am weeping because I hate to go 
into the presence of God empty- 
handed.” I am wondering if we, as 
Holy Ghost-filled people, would 
have that experience if we were to 
come down to the end of the way. 


May God help you to be prayerful 
and sign the “Pioneers for Christ” 
pledge that your pastor will be ex- 
plaining to you. Remember, God is 
depending on you; your Church is 
depending on you. This may be the 
means of your own children and 
family and relatives finding Christ. 
Let us go out wholeheartedly to see 
that the towns that have no 
Church of God now will soon have 
one. 


III. Mission State Help 


We ministers in the Church of 
God know that the most of our 
work is in the southern and south- 
eastern sections of the United 
States and that in many of the 
midwestern and far-western states 
the Church of God is very small. 
We have found it difficult to get 
enough capable ministers to go to 
those faraway states to pastor and 
evangelize. I was privileged to go 
to the great State of Wisconsin 
last year for missions rallies. I 
found that we have precious people 
in those areas; yet our churches 
are small and the support is not 
sufficient to have enough good 
veneer to strengthen the work 

ere. 


I pledged while I was out there 
that if I possibly could, I was going 
to do something to make a con- 
tribution to those precious people 
in that State. I told my State Coun- 
cil about this, and they have agreed 
that we send five good preachers 
to Wisconsin sometime this year to 
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assist in an evangelistic program. 
The State of Georgia will pay 
for their trip there. We feel that 
God is going to put His approval 
upon this and that many so wil 
find God and that our churches 
will be strengthened in that area. 

Brother W. J. Brown, the pres- 
ent Overseer of Wisconsin, is ar- 
ranging this itinerary for us. We 
will make him and 
his people in Wisconsin glad. We 
are not selfish in our evangelistic 
program but want to share with 
others. 


IV. Foreign Missions 

Last but not least, in sponsoring 
this great evangelistic program for 
the State of Georgia, we have not 
pik aces our responsibility to the 
regions beyond. Our ple in Geor- 
gia are missions- ded, and we 
remember the words of Christ 
when He said, “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature; he that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved, and 
he that believeth not shall be 
damned.” We have some of the fin- 
est young men and women on the 
missions field throughout the 
world, to be sure. The people of 
Georgia are going to back them 


with their prayers and with their ~ 


finance, and I believe that we are 
going to come through with one 
of the greatest foreign missions 
programs in the history of Georgia. 
We solicit your prayers and co- 
operation that God will be pleased 
to set His approval upon our pro- 
gram for this year’s work.—W. E.
